It'd work just fine, the losses would be negligible. 

But think of one thing -- use of an antenna tuner for receivers is just 
as benficial as using one for transmitters. 

The "long wire," or any antenna, will have a widely varying impedance on 
various frequencies, particularly if you're "band cruising" on the general 
coverage revrs. The rcevr input impedance is relatively constant, maybe it 
has an antenna ctrl to help match, but only within a limited range. 

For a xmtr, you're coupling pwr from the xmtr to the ant, it's the other 
way for a recvr. The power levels are, of course, much less, but it's the 
same principle. Damage can result in an xmtr if mismatched, fortunately 
that won't happen in a revr, just diminshed performance results. 

I've demonstrated the effect of a long wire and tuner while "cruising" 
with an SP-600 to several people, at least one bought a small antenna tuner 
soon after. 

Opinions on antennas are like pockets, everyone has at least 1, if not, 
all they can do with their hands is wave.

The switch would work just fine - not enough loss to worry about. 
I'd have one of the switch positions go directly to ground for 
a little bit of protection when not in use. 


I've got a different approach. I use a patch panel with BNC 
connectors and use patch cords to connect from one of the 
available antennas to one of the radios. Several connections 
can be made at the same time. Several of the patch cords have 
the outer twist ring of the BNC removed so they just push 
straight in. One of the antennas is an active antenna with 

a built in 4 output hybrid coupler, so I can connect several 
receivers to it at once if desired. Best would be two 
different patch panels, one for radios and one for antennas, 
with some distance between them. Remove the patch cords when 
not in use for lightning protection. I pull my patch cords 
when we have a lightning storm once every couple of years, 
but have both antennas and radios on the same piece of angle 
bracket so not ideal.

Some interesting ideas on this subject but I detected a couple of fizzles. 
Using a coax patch panel implies the use of coax cable. With the widely 
varying impedance of the antenna the extra capacitance of coax complicates 
matters. Just plain wire will do the job. You can use banana plugs and 
jacks for the patch panel. The problem with antenna tuners is you have to 
twiddle the knobs. My idea is to build a box that contains two switches. 
One switches the antenna to the receiver of choice and the other switches 
in a matching network for the band being listened to. Because the power of 
a received signal is in the femtowatt to milliwatt range the capacitors and 
inductors can't get too small. Just empirically determine the arrangement 
and values of the components. Wind the coils on soda straws (or for you 
officionados toroid cores) and use low voltage mica caps and everything 
will all fit inside a cigar box. Because of the wide gain range of any 
decent reciever you don't have to have a perfect match to realize improved 
reception on the various bands you listen to.
